PROCLAMATION AGAINST THE EARLE OF 


Tirone, and other principall traytors in VIſter, confederate with him, and offer of 
ardon toſuchas haue bin by falſe perſwaſions allured by them to take their 
parts, and ſhall now relinquiſh them and ſubmit them ſelues to 

her Maieſties mercie, 


— — Oꝛaſmuch as the Queenes moſt ercellent Maieſtie, hath heretokoꝛe of her great Pꝛinte⸗ 
2 ly bountie aduanced Hugh O eile, the ſonne of one Mathew Ferdozogh O Meile, a 
baſtard ſonne of Con O Meile commonly called great O eile in Tyꝛone, to the noble 

dignitie of an Earle in this her Realme of Ireland, and hath therewith endowed him 
with as large terrifozies and poſſeſſions (02 rather larger) than any other Earle in Jre- 
land doth poſlelle : and alſo theſe many yeares allowed him perely in readie mony out of 
her freaſure the ſumme of one thouſand markes ſterling , towardes the better mainte⸗ 
-*nance of his eſtate, and hath af his repaire into Englande firſt, giuen to him and to 
his heires by her highneſſe Letters Pattents, verie large poſſeſſions , and rule ouer ſundꝛie her ſubiectes: pet 
neuertheleſſe he hath fince this his adnancement by many degrees, as one puffed vp with pꝛide and ambition, 
fallen from his dutie of allegeance, and hath committedſundzie foule murthers, and other violent oppꝛeſſions a- 
gainſt her Maieſties good ſubiects , refuſing to anſwer to Juſtice foꝛ the ſame, as namely in murdering by bio⸗ 
lent hanging of one of Shane O Neiles ſonnes without anie pꝛoceſſe of Juſtice, oz any crime committed by him, 


he being bozne of moze noble parentes than the Earle himſelfe, ko which act he was in Englande pardoned 


by her Maieſtie, vpon hope and firme pꝛomile of amendment. But ſince that time he hath againe by fozce taken 
two others of the ſaid Shane Oe iles ſonnes, holding th em captiues in places! vnknowne in ſtreight pꝛilon 


without ante oꝛder of Juſtice, and in danger allo to be murdꝛed at his will, refuſing vpon ſtreight commande⸗ 
ment, ok her Maieſties Loꝛd Deputie, and Counſell, to put them to liberfie, oꝛ to haue them tried by law. Ind 
fioꝛ his further aſpiring to liue like a tyꝛant ouer a great number of good ſubiects therein Ulſter, owing him no 


ſeruice 02 dutie, he hath lately allured O Donnell the Chtefetaine of Tyꝛetonnell (a man befoze well diſpoſed) by 


matching with him in marriage, and whoſe father and pꝛedeceſſoꝛs haue alwaies bin loyal. and done good ſeruite 


to the Crowne of England, to enter into ſundꝛie actions of rebellion, and hath in like manner comfozted,and pꝛo⸗ 
noked with aides of his bꝛethꝛen, and baſtards, certaine other diſobedient lubiects, as Mac Gwire chieletaine 
ok Fermannagh the traptoꝛ O Roirkes ſonne, andſundzie ol the Mac Mahounes of Monaghan, to inuade 
with open Armies, diverſe Countries in and neere to the Engliſh pale, burning whole townes and people, 


and ſpoiling ok their goods. And in his kurther malice hath taken and razed her highnes foꝛt of Blacke water, and 


in his owne perlon in open hoſtilitie with all his foxces #adherents, hath of late aſſaulted, murdered # killed, 
ſome of her maieſties ſouldiers being ſent to reuitle the garriſon at Monaughan. And to the further accompliſh⸗ 
ment of this his trayterous minde to liue againſt law, a to attaine in his opinion to a ſoueraigntie ot rule, as to 
be as he would be a Pꝛince of Ulſter, he hath alſo, partly by force, partly byfalſe perlwaſions allured, ⁊ dzawne 


to concurre with him, in this his tyꝛannicall rebellion, a great part of the Chiettaines in Ulſter, who befoze liued 


in good peace, and obedience. Foz theſe cauſes although her maieſtie did, moſt gracioufly cauſe him in the begin- 
ning ok this his defection, to be earneſtly warned to change his courſe and to returne to his dutie, and ſo to be re⸗ 


dceaued to grace, which he hath manifeſtly refuſed to do increaſing dayly by open actions of his confederafes, his 


foꝛmer rebellious intentions: Her maieſtie minding like a ſoueraigne Pꝛince oꝛdained by God to rule her people 
that are obedient to law, with Juſtice and fauour, and ſuch as willfully (hall rebell, to luppꝛeſle with Armes, 
doth now vpon the pꝛeparation ofthe Armp, notefle to all her good ſubiects ok all eſfates both Engliſh and Jriſh, 


the laid Earle to be accepted the pzincipalltraytoz and chiefe Juthoz and head of this rebellion lately ſtirred vp 


by the fozeſaid Confederafes O Donnell, Mat Guire, O Noirke, and the Mac Mahonnes, and a knobone pꝛac⸗ 
kiſer with Spaine and other he r maieſties enemies, willing and commanding all manner her ſubiects that haue 
aided , oꝛ accompanied him (and pet ſhalldefire to liue peaceably in her fauour ) to withdꝛaw themſelues from 
the ſaid traitoꝛ the Carle, and his complices, and to returne to their owne countries, as loone as they may 
elcape from him and his companie, oꝛ within twelue dayes alter this Pꝛoclamation publiched bpon the krontier 
of the Engliſh pale, and fo withſtand the ſaid Traitoꝛ tothe beſt of their power, and not to giue him anie aid ol 
men 02 victuall. And when her maieſties armie ſhall enter into Ulſter, if they ſhall come to the Loꝛd Deputie, 02 


to ſuch as ſhall haue anie generall charge of her maieſties armie, vpon their ſubiniſſion, they ſhall haue pardon of 


their lines, goods, and landes, by the Loꝛd Deputies oꝛder krom her mateſtie , as perſons that haue been either 
forced oꝛ otherwiſe with falſe perſwaſlions, abuſed, and bꝛought into danger of Treaſon, And ik anie of the ſaid 
perſons that haue ben ſo foꝛced oꝛ allured by him to adhere to him, that were the ſeruants tenants oz followers, 
of Sir Tirlogh Lenogh, whom her maieſtie accepteth a allo weth as a verie loiall noble ſubiect, hall returne frõ 
the laid Earle, # the other afoꝛenamed traitoꝛs to the ſaid Sir Tirlogh Lenogh, e ioyne with him in withſtan- 
ding the ſaid traitoꝛs, vpon knowledge from Sir Tirlogh Lenough whom he will commẽd as men diſpoſed to 
become good ſubtects , the ſame ſball alſo haue like pardong, foz ſo hath her maieſtie giuen full authoꝛzitie to the 
Loꝛd Deputy to giue pardon to ſuch perſons fo comming to him oꝛ to the Generall of her Armie with ſubmiſſion 


to require pardon : oz otherwiſe that he ſhall purſue with all fozce of Armes, all ſuch as ſhall continue in rebellion 


with the ſaid Carle, oꝛ with O Donell, Mac Guire, O Roirke, oꝛ the Mac Mahonnes , that are knowne open 
rebels. Giuen at her maieſties Caſtle of Dublin, the twelfth day of June in the ſeauen and thirtith pere of her 
maieſties moſt p2olperous reigne.
